CST) Tuesday, the official 
news agency said.

that launched it yesterday, 
Tass added.

Heading the civil rights cas- 


es is a justice department ap- 
peal from a decision by a fed- 
eral judge in Georgia that a 
section of the 1957 act is un- 
constitutional. He said it is in- 
valid because it gave the at- 
torney general authority to 
seek injunctions not 
only 


against state officials 
but 


against private citizens as 
well. 


The supreme court will hear 


arguments on^this appeal lat- 
er in the fall. It is expected to 
announce, soon whether It will 
hear arguments on' another 
justice department appeal, this 
one from a decision by a fed- 
eral judge 'in* Alabama. The 
decision was that the act did 
not empower the attorney gen- 
eral to sue a state.

Negro Vote Rights,

could be drafted either." 


Denied emphatically that 


he had been ordered by Pres- 
ident Eisenhower to needle 
Khrushchev during the tour. 
He also denied that he was 
a "truth squad" assigned to 
counter any Soviet propagan- 
da. 


Declined comment on a re- 


port that Khrushchev had 
claimed Russia cracked an 
American secret code. 


Victor M. Carter, president 


of Republic movie studios, 
said the premier had told him 
during his visit to Los Ange- 
les that American agents in 
Europe and the Middle East 
gave the Russians U. S. code 
books. Lodge said he was with 
Carter and Khrushchev at the 
time but declined to discuss 
what was said.

States government. In 1957 it reached $34.4

for the man, ignoring his 
record, is a very real dan- 
ger which we do not want to 
get out of hand. We must 
continually r e m i n d our- 
selves of his fundamental 
objective.

a chance that Khrushchev 
really wants to shift his 
armament funds into pro- 
duction which will raise Rus- 
sian living standards.

Incurred Debts 


The adolescent Poe let his 


heart rule when he support- 
ed his foster mother during 
domestic difficulties arising 
over Allan's infidelity. Again 
at 17, the young poet gave 
the reluctant "Pa" weapons 
to use against him when he 
tried to keep up with the 
planters' sons in Jefferson's 
new university, and incurred 
gambling debts. 


Cut1 off from his foster 


family's support and m local 
disgrace, 
18-year-old 
Poe 


•joined the army. .Two years 
later, with Mrs. Allan dying, 
Poe's piteous letters finally 
caused Allan to facilitate 
what amounted to his trans- 
fer from an enlisted man's 
status to that of cadet at 
West Point. When his fore- 
doomed stay in the military 
academy ended, Allan re- 
fused even to answer Poe's 
letters. Shortly 
afterwards 


John Allan 
died, leaving 


money to his illegitimate 
children, and that phase of 
rejection ended for Poe. 


It was during this period 


that he lost "Lenore." Poe 
and Elmira 
Royster had 


lived near each other in 
their teens, when they spent 
the idle afternoons in her 
parlor with Poe drawing a 
charming 
sketch 
of 
her 


while she played the piano- 
forte and they talked- of his 
poetry. They were secretly 
engaged when he made his 
abortive effort at being a 
college boy. When Elmira 
Royster's family discovered 
that Allan had disinherited 
the dark, dreamy boy, they 
maneuvered to end the ro- 
mance. In rebound, Elmira 
married the well-to-do Mr. 
Barrett Shelton, and Poe 
wrote the poem "Lenore." 
Poe as f ditor 


Poe was to live in Rich- 


mond'only once more, for a 
year and a half, from the 
middle of his 26th year until 
around his 28th birthday! He 
had some literary reputa- 
tion when he returned to edit 
the new Southern Literary 
Messenger, and his experi- 
ence and ability outran his 
reputation. He also had a 
non-Richmond wife, his 14- 


- year - old cousin Virginia 


Clemm. 


Edgar Poe was a good edi- 


tor. The circulation^ multi- 
plied under him. But with 
his ambition goading him, 
he became the first south- 
erner of talent to begin what 
became the traditional pil- 
grimage to New York. 


Poe also became the first 


professional writer in Amer- 
ica. Without personal income 
or sinecure, this frail carrier 
of literary gifts set out to 
support his tubercular wife 
and mother-in-law by what 
'he could earn from publish- 
ed words. To his poetry and 
stories he added criticisms 
and literary essays, along 
.with editorial jobs. Much of 
this writing degenerated into 
hack work, with its attend- 
ant depressions and drains 
on his limited energies. 


Subject of Studies 


When he abridged the 


reality with the bottle, he 
was accused of depravity in 
his day, and since then has 
been the subject of many 
studies 
of abnormal 
be- 


havior as related to genius. 
With alcohol, he was strict- 
ly a spree drinker. Possess- 
ing no tolerance at all for it, 
he underwent a complete 
personality 
transformation 


under the influence; locked 
demons seemed to escape 
and* rage through his mind. 


In the last three years of 


his life, during the accelera- 
tion of his decline, he began 
to seek an ethereal bosom — 
a mate of the soul ir flesh-] 
less passion. After his wife 
died, this search was broad-1 
cned to include also thej 
more earthly comfort of a 
financially 
well - endowed

It was after his 40th birth-' 


day that the last vital ener- 
gies'began to wane and "Le- 


among other verse "The 
Bells" and the finished ver- 
sion of "Annabel Lee." Then 
while listening receptively to 
his long-suffering mother-in- 
law's hints about Mrs. Shel- 
ton, he completed the ar- 
rangements to edit a finan- 
cially supported magazine, 
The Stylus, a dream of his 
whole life. 


Stops at Saloon 


Leaving Mrs. Clemm on 


the last day of June with as- 
surances that their future 
would be secured, he set 
out from New York with his 
skimpily packed, flowered 
handbag on $50 advanced 
him for The Stylus. By the 
time he reached Philadel- 
phia, his aloneness began to 
depress him and he stepped 
into a saloon. When he stag- 
gered to friends later, he 
was dangerously ill and de- 
lirious. He lost the better 
part of two weeks and all of 
his money in that bout. His 
friends straightened him out 
enough to proceed the rest 
of the way and raised the 
money to pay his fare with a 
few dollars over. 


It was then clear that the 


cumulative ravages of mal- 
nutrition and alcohol had un- 
dermined his normally weak 
constitution to the ultimate 
breaking point, and a doctor 
warned him that one more 
bout would be fatal. 


From the time of his re- 


covery in late July, Poe was 
on his best behavior in e\ ery 
way. The city seemed, to 
have a soothing effect on 
him, for on this occasion the 
people acted to make the 
wanderer — whose melan- 
choly courtliness and grow- 
ing literary fame made him 
a romantic 
figure — feel

His first lecture, 
made less than three weeks 
after he came, had not been 
well attended. But for the 
second, Poe drew a large as 
well as enthusiastic crowd.

town. He gave his favorite 
lecture on "The Poetic Prin- 
ciple," read" from "The 
Raven" in his soft, distinct 
voice, and was again hon- 
ored in his own country.

Poe dined with friends at 


a public place. Several mem- 
bers of the restaurant party 
walked with him to the open- 
shedded wharf where he 
boarded the 4 a.m. boat for 
Baltimore. Later that morn- 
ing, Mrs. Shelton came up- 
town to inquire after her sick 
fiance. No one else seemed 
surprised that he had gone. 
He had left with all his af- 
fairs in order, having made 
his manners to everyone 
and Jits last impression was 
the best he ever made. 


From the time he boarded 


the boat on Sept. 27 until the 
afternoon of Oct. 3, the poet 
vanished into his own pri- 
vate torments. Then, in Bal- 
timore, a compositor on the 
Sun, 
recognizing a gentle- 


man in bad shape amongst 
the wrong companions, sent 
a note to a nearby doctor 
whom Poe knew and whose 
name he had managed to 
mutter along with his own. 


Dr. Snodgrass got the de- 


lirious man into a hospital, 
and for four days, until Sun- 
day morning, his slow dying 
was a concentration of all 
the agonies with which he 
had lived for 40 years. When 
in a final moment of clarity 
he murmured, "God have 
mercy on my poor soul," his 
death e p i t o m i z e d his 
own lines —

Thorough Discussions End as 
Wisconsin Release Its Plan

Madison — A 3-day seminar 


on civil defense—what it is, 
what its problems are and 
where it stands today—con- 
cluded here Saturday with a 
consideration 
of Wisconsin's 


progress. 


About 100 men and women 


from the state's municipalit- 
ies, university and govern- 
ment, along with industry 
leaders and midwest civil de- 
fense personnel, heard nation- 
ally - known army officers, 
federal civil defense experts, 
scientists, lawyers and lay- 
men dedicated to civil de- 
fense. The conference was de- 
signed as a thorough investi- 
gation of non-military defense 
and a good deal of homework 
was sent participants before 
the meeting. It was not a ses- 
sion for the uninitiated. " 


The meetings, underwritten 


by the Carnegie and Johnson 
Wax foundations, was, in a 
sense, a part of a national 
security studies program now 
operating in several of the 
leading universities in the U.S.

throughout chaos—the after- 
math of a nuclear attack. 


Although papers were tech- 


nical, the ideas were not to 
keep the elected officials in 
power or appoint or elect men 
to succeed them, but never 
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lose sight of the fact that ours 
is a representative govern- 
ment. 


The Wisconsin laws, for ex- 


ample, deal with something 
never invisioned in the days 
the constitution was written, 
so a constitutional amendment 
is needed to grant the state's 
chief executive the powers 
necessary in an emergency. 
Unless this is done, he must 
take power under the ambig- 
uous position of commander in 
chief of the state's militia, 
which undoubtedly would be 
federalized and unavailable in 
an emergency, and which, in 
short, would be martial law. 
To prevent any misuse of this 
power, and in the democratic 
tradition, the state legislature 
must extend this emergency 
or it ends in 60 days.

In fact, it doesn't need one, and with a little planning by 


the city government, may never need one.

Saturday in their tours of malls in Kalamazoo, Mich., and 
Toledo, Ohio. 


Appleton isn't ready because mall construction would put 


off-street parking in short sup- 
ply and perimeter traffic car- 
riers are not big enough to 
handle increased traffic flo\v. 


The healthy record of retail 


business and climbing down- 
town property values here do 
away with' the need. 


First, consider the obvious 


"musts" 
which 
Appleton 


lacks: Ample off-street park- 
ing and large volume perime- 
ter carriers. 


It may seem contradictory 


in light of the apparent suc- 
cess of the Kalamazoo and To- 
ledo malls, but Appleton act- 
ually has much more adequate 
off-street 
parking 
facilities 


than these cities. 


How then is Appleton's off- 


street parking situation so bad 
it would demand remedy be- 
fore a mall is constructed? 


Say that Appleton did in- 


stall a mall between Oneida 
and Superior streets on Col- 
lege avenue. Park greenery, 
fountains, tot lots, benches 
and a street full of colorful 
sidewalk would mean the loss 
of about 120 parking stalls, 
each worth an estimated $20,- 
000 in business a year. 


Replacement Cost 


The 120 lost stalls 
would 


have to be replaced. Cost of 
replacement on land some- 
where near the mall, using 
average cost figures of late, 
would be about $240,000. 


Appleton would have to re- 


place those stalls. For, even 
though Kalamazoo and Tole- 


do are behind Appleton in fur- 
nishing 
off-street 
parking, 


neither of them really sacri- 
ficed parking in building its 
malls. 


In Kalamazoo, for example, 


parking was banned on the 
mall street in pre-mall days 
from 2 to 6 p.m. daily. As 
one merchant put it: "You 
might as well have closed the 
doors. The cars just whistled 
down that 1-way street." 


Lost 8 Stalls 


In Toledo, a grand total of 


only eight parking stalls gave 
way to mall construction. 
.Before mall construction, 


Kalamazoo had few city-own- 
ed, off-street parking lots. 
Now, it has a $650,000 bond 
issue in the works to alleviate 
the shortage somewhat. It al- 
so has a long-range plan that 
seemingly will require half 
the retail area in parking lots 
by 1980. 


Toledo was, and is, in even 


worse condition for off-street 
parking. The only city lots are 
on the downtown fringe, far 
from the core and the malls. 
But, as in Kalamazoo, the 
city is talking in terms of an 
active program to remedy the 
shortage. 


Parking Problem 


Kalamazoo merchants 
in 


particular talked almost ex- 
clusively of the parking prob- 
lem. Several of them said they 
would not have supported the

And, they evidently 
had 


their ears tuned to prophets 
who predict huge new car 
registration totals in the dec- 
ades ahead. 


The startling predictions of 


car - clogged streets of the 
future, 
Appleton

seemed to stress, ought to be 
brought home to the Apple- 
ton government. For, while 
Appleton has done a fine job 
of providing off - street park- 
ing, the job will never be fin- 
ished. 


In w e i g h i n g Appleton's 


perimeter traffic carrier'po- 
tential, the conditions in Kala- 
mazoo and Toledo probably 
should be explained first. 


In both cities, streets which 


were converted to malls were 
narrow—about 66 feet of right- 
of-way—and already had been 
designated as 1-way carriers, 
at certain times at least. 


Wide Streets 


In both cities, mall streets 


are s u r r o u n d e d by wide 
thoroughfares, at least in part. 


Two of the perimeter streets 


in Kalamazoo, for example, 
are 4- and 5-lane carriers. In 
Toledo, the long-range plan 
calls for routing of through 
traffic over a projected belt- 
line along a river bank just off 
the downtown area.

in town. Once more, it leads 
directly to Highway 41 on the 
west and soon will lead to the 
Fox villages by way of the $1 
million high level bridge on 
the east. 


Costly Project 


The avenue unquestionably 


could be converted to a better 
mall than in either Kalamazoo 
or Toledo because, the major

boy will be an adult, and a 
ypter, when the senator next 
runs for reelection in 1964.
